br ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in con- 
tinuance of time, hath not been cor- 
rupted : As, among other things, 1t 
may. plainly appear by the Common 
Prayers in the Church, commonly 
called Divine Service, Thefirſt ort- 
ginal and ground whereof if a man 
would ſearch out by the ancient Fa- 
thers, he ſhall find, that the ſame 
was not ordained, but of a good pur- 
poſe, and for a great advancement of 
godlineſs, For they fo ordered the 
matter, that all the whole Bible, (or 
the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be 
read over once every year; intend- 
ing thereby , that the Clergy, and 
eſpecially ſuch as were Minifters in 
the Congregation, ſhould ('by often 
reading and meditation in Gods 
word ) be ſtirred up to godlineſs 
themſelves, and be more able to ex- 
hort others by wholſom do&rine, 
and to confute them that were Ad- 
verfaries to the truth z and further, 
that the people ( by daily hear- 
ng of holy Scripture read 1in the 
Church ) might continually profit 
more and more 1n the knowledge of

But theſe many years paſſed, this 
godly and decent Order of the an- 
cient Fathers hath been ſo altered,

Then Judas who had he- 
trayed him, when he ſaw that he 
was condemned, repented himſelf, 
and brought again the rhirty pieces 
of ſilver to the chief prieſts and 
elders, ſaying , I have finned , in 
that T have betrayed the innocent 
bloud. And they faid, What 15 that 
to us ? ſee thou to that. And he 
caſt, down the pieces of ſilver inthe 
temple, and departed, and went 
and hanged himſelf. And the chief 
prieſts took the filver pieces, and 
ſatd, It 1s not lawful for to. putthem 
19to the treaſury , becauſe it 15 the 
price of bloud. And they took 
counſel, and bought with them 
the potters field to bury ſtrangers 1n, 
Wherefore that ficld 'was called, 
The field of bloud unto this day, 
Then was fulfilled that which was 
poken by Jeremy the prophet, ſay- 
ing , And they took the thirty 
pieces of filver, the price of him 
that was valued, whom they of the 
children of Iſracl did value , and 
gave them for the porters field , as 
the Lord appointed me.)

d nothing, Then faith Pilate un-

\nd he anſwered him to never a 
ord, infomuch chat the gover- 
tour marvelled greatly. Now at 
at feaſt the governour was wont to 
cleaſe unto the people a priſoner, 
zhom they would. And they had 
hen a notable priſoner, called 
Barabbas. Therefore when ' they 
bucre gathered together, Pilate faid 
unto them, Whom will ye that I 
freleaſe unto you ? Barabbas, or Je- 
us, which 1s called Chriſt? For he 
knew that for envy they had deli- 
yered him. When he was ſet down 
on the judgment-ſeat, his wife ſent 
unto him, ſaying, Have thou no- 
thing ro do with that juſt man : for 
JI have ſuffered many things this 
day in a dream becauſe of him. Bur 
the chief prieſts and elders perſwa- 
ded the multicude that they ſhould 
ask Barabbas, and deſtroy ow 
The governour anſwered and faid 
unto them, Whether of the twain 
pvillye thar I releaſe unto you? they 
ſaid, Barabbas.

anſwered all the people, and faid,. 
His bloud be on us, and on our chil- 
dren. Then: releaſed he Barabbas 
unto them: and when he had 
ſcourged Jeſus, he delivered him 
to be crucified, Then - the ſouldi- 
ers of the governour took Jeſus 
into the common hall, and gather- 
ed unto him the whole band of 
ſouldiers. And they ſtripped him, 
and pur onhim a ſcarler robe. And 
when they had platted a crown of 
thorns, they pur 1t upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand : and 
they bowed the knee before him, 
and mocked him, faying, Hail, 
king of the Jews. And they ſpit 
upon him, and took the reed, 
and ſmote him on the head.

And they cru- 
cified him, and parted his  gar- 
ments, caſting lots : that it might 
be fulfilled, which was ſpoken by 
the prophet, They parted my gar- 
ments among them, and upon my 
veſture did they caft lots.. And. 
ſitting down. they watched him 
there; and ſer up over his head 
his accuſation written, "THIS

J EW S. Then 
were there two thieves | eructhed

. with him: one on the « riefn hand, 
and another on the left. And 
they that paſſed by, reviled him, 
wagging their heads, and ſaying, 
Thou thar deſtroyeſt the temple, 
and huildeſt it in three days, fave 
thy ſelf : if thou be the Son of 
God, come down from the croſs. 
Eikewife alſo the chief ' prieſts 
mocking him, with the ſcribes 
andelders, faid, He faved others, 
himſelf he cannot fave : if he be 
the King of [frac], let him now 
come down. from the croſs, and 
we will believe him. He truſted 
Wm God'; let him deliver him now 
if he will have him : for he ſaid, 
F am the Son of God. The thieves 
alſo which were crucified with 
him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. 
Now from the ſixth hour there 
was darkneſs over all the land, 
unto the ninth hour.
